Basis for Intervening: 

Pursuant to Rule 211 and Rule 214 (a) (2) of the Rules of Practice and 

Procedure of the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission (FERC), 18 C.F.R § 
385.211 and 18 C.F.R § 385.214 (a) (2) (2016), the New Mexico Public 

Regulation Commission ("NMPRC") hereby submits this notice of 
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intervention and protest in Docket Nos. ER19-2440-000, ERl9-2441-000, 
ER19-2442-000, ER19-2444-000, ERl9-2443-000, ERl9-2470-000 and ER19-2474- 
000 . 

The NMPRC is the state regulatory agency empowered to regulate utilities 
operating within the State of New Mexico, pursuant to Article IX, 

Sections 1 and 2 of the New Mexico Constitution, the New Mexico Public 
Regulation Act, Sections 8-8-1 through 8-8-21 NMSA 1978 and Chapter 62, 
NMSA 1978. The retail rates and service of the utilities regulated by 
the NMPRC and their customers may be adversely affected by the decision 
made by EERC in this proceeding. As such, the NMPRC has substantial, 
direct interests that may be affected by the outcome of this proceeding. 
Therefore, pursuant to EERC Rule 214 (a) (2), the NMPRC is entitled to
